BAD ATLANTA NEGROES. 


They Made Things Lively 

Their Trip to Alabama. 
+ Montgomery, Ala., September 18.—(Spe- 
eial.)—Some of the Atlanta negroes who 
came here on the big excursion last Sun- 
day “raised Cain’ during their visit to 
Alabama. They concluded, it seems, that 
after they crossed the Georgia line they 
could do as they pleased. 

Accordingly when the train pulled into 
the depot at Opelika the rascals began fir- 
ing off pistols, cursing and raising all 
manner of racket. The police were taken 
by surprise and had to allow the maraud- 
ers to pass on unmolested. When they 
reached Montgomery a number of them 
continued their tactics and were promptly 
locked up by the police. Some of them 
paid out, but others will not be allowed to 
use their return coupons, being detained 
for street work. 

An Opelika citizen who was in this city 
while the dusky excursionists were here, 
wired the chief of police of Opelika that 
the negroes, elated at the sport they had 
had in Opelika, were boasting that they 
intended to take the town on the home- 
ward-bound trip. The chief had retired 
when the message was delivered to him, 
but he promptly dressed, and, summoning 
a posse of citizens, determined to forestali 
such an event. The posse ‘drove out to 
Brock’s crossing, boarded the train and 
escorted the excursionists through the 
town. The negroes see!ng the officers were 
fn earnest, went through with scarcely a 
whisper. As the officers jumped off the 
car just beyond the city limits one or two 
shots were fired by the excursionists, but 
not,it is thought,with any intention ‘0 shoot 
the officers. There were evidently some 
bad boys among the Georgia visitors.

For five long hours last night the detec- 
tives were at work upon a case which is 
corsidered by them the most mysterious 
with which they have had to deal for a 
iong while, 

It involves the disappearance of a young 
man:very wealthy and highly connected 
and the sudden departure of another young 
rén well knuwn in Atlanta. ; 

The whole affair is shrouded in deep mys- 
tery and the detectives look for develop- 
ments more than sensational. 

Mr. Forest L. Crowley is the son of Mr. 
Seaborne Crowley, president of a large fac- 
tcry in Roswell, Ga. The young man is 
abcut twenty-seven years old, of splendid 
integrity of character and acknowledged so- 
briety. He controls large interests in the 
business and has charge of the large mer- 
ehandise store at Roswell. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Crowley met Mr. 
Will Meyers, of Atlanta. Myers is nine- 
teen years old and the son of a Broad 
street barber. It was during a fishing ex- 
cursion of the young man on the Chatta- 
hoochee that the acquaintance was form- 
ed. For some time Meyers has not been 
engaged in any business. 

Last. week Myers told Crowley that he 
was acting agent for a stock dealer in At- 
lanta, and asked that he sell some mules 
which he Pad heard that Crowley possess- 
ed. The arrangement was made and yes- 
terday morning the mules were driven 
through the country to this city. In the 
meantime Crowley and Meyers arrived on 
the early train. Crowley had some pur- 
chases to make and was known to have had 
between $800 and $500 with him. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning, accord- 
ing to the story told by Mr. Seaborue 
Crowley, who investigated the case all the 
afternoon, young Crowley went to Mer2rs 
for the money due him hor the mules. Mey- 
eys replied that it was necessary to see the 
party for whom he was acting agent, and 
said that in order to see him they mst 
drive out into the country. 

A buggy was engaged from Stewart & 
Bowden and the two men left. From what 
the defectives have learned this is the last 
seen of Crowley. 

Later in the afternoon Meyers returned. 
It was learned by Mr. Seaborne Crowley 
that his son had not returned and he be- 
came uneasy. He set about at once to make 
an investigation. Meeting Meyers accident- 
ally he asked him where he had left his 
son. The young man replied that Crowley 
was on East Alabama street the last time 
he had seen him, The father went at once 
to the place but could find no trace of his 


Folsom’s and in reply to a second question 
was informed that his sén had hired a 
buggy and gone out in the country. 

More alarmed than ever, Mr. Crowley 
made efforts to find his son. Late in the 
afternoon he saw Meyers get in a hack on 
Whitehall and drive to the depot. He fol- 
lowed and saw the young man go inside. 
Just afterwards the East Tennéssee train 
pulled out. This was the last seen of Mey- 
ers. 

Immediately Chief Connolly was notified 
and all the detectives were put to work on 
the case. They worked on the case all 
night and at an early hour this morning had 
found no trace of the young men. 

Today every effort to locate them will be 
made. Thus far there is an air of mystery 
about the whole affair and the detectives 
are in thé dark.

Chattanooga, September 18.—At the busi- 
ness session of the sovereign grand lodge 
this morning reassembled in Lookout con- 
vention hall, the question of the next 
place of meeting came up.

There the nominations ceased and the 
first ballot was taken resulting as follows:

Second ballot—Pinkerton, 40; Carleton, 84; 
Block, 25; Izard, 16. Total 165. Carleton, 
of Texas, was declared elected.

DAMAGE BY THE RAIN. 


Hallway Trains Delayed Several 
Days—Electri¢é Lights Put Out. 
Carrollton, Ga., September 18.—(Special.)— 
One of the heaviest rains that ever fell in 
Carroll county commenced falling last nicht 
about 6 o'clock and Kept up alimost con- 
tinuously until midnight. The damage done 
to growing crops cannot be estimated at this 
time, but it will be very large. Whole fields 
of from ten to fifty acres were completely 
covered with water from three to ten feet 

deep. Corn is flat. 

The greatest damage was done on the 
Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama rail- 
road. Five washouts occurred on that road 
in six miles. The washout at Buffalo creek, 
a mile from town, is about forty feet long. 
All trains on the Savannah, Griffin and 
North Alabama railroad are stopped and it 
will be two or three days before any trains 
can get through to Griffin. The mill dams of 
W. A. Coleman, Davis and Will Hayes 
were washed away, carrying some rocks 
weighing a ton half a mile. The water 
at Buffalo creek was dammed up against 
the railroad to the depth of fifteen feet. A 
culvert was washed out on Buffalo creek. 
Some cows that were in a pasture were 
washed away, some of them as far as a 
half mile. Several calves were drowned. At 
the depot in town the water backed to a 
depth of eight or nine feet. It was backed 
up into Dr. Hallum’s yard, running over the 
palings. The water backed up and ran into 
the electric light plant, putting out the 
fire and shutting off the light, leaving the 
town in darkness.

A Georgia Populist Editor Arrested 
Charged with Fraud. z 
Macon, Ga., September 18.—John A. Perry, 
editor of The Irwinton World, was arrested 
and brought before Commissioner Erwin 
today on the charge of using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. Perry runs a popu- 
list paper at Irwinton, Ga., and was for- 
merly a printer on The Macon Telegraph. 
The arrest was made by Deputy United 
States Marshal White, of Macon, on a war- 
rant sworn out by Postoffice Inspector 
Bulla, who charges Perry with sending 
circulars through the mails to newspapers 
and individuals in Georgia and other states 
announcing that he has invented a means 
of winning at poker. These circulars are 
said to have been sent out ali over the 
country, even as far as California, where 
a newspaper obtained possession of one 
and exposed the scheme that Perry is al- 
leged to be working. Perry was carried be- 
fore Commissioner Erwin today, but owing 
to the absence of an important witness the 
preliminary hearing was postponed and 
Perry was released on bond.

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The Result of the Election Will Definitely 
Settle the Jail Matter.

The Bonds Will be Is:ued in Such Manner 
That the Taxpay rs of the County 
Will Not Feel the Burden. 


If the result of the election, which is to 
occur two weeks from today, is favorable 
work on a new jail fur Fulton county will 
be begun within six weeks’ time. 

The county commissioners feel that, the 
necessity for. a new prison is so urgent that 
they will lose no time in getting down to 
work when they are authorized by the 
voters to do so. 

The commissioners feel a deeper interest 
in the bond issue than they have ever felt 
before. They feel that much depends upon 
it, and they are making earnest endeavors 
to stir up a strong sentiment favorable to 
the erection of a new jail. 

It will be their last effurt to secure for 
Fulton county a healthy and habitable pris- 
on. After repeated efforts, all of which 
have failed. the commissioners: have re- 
sdived to make a last great effort to se- 
cure a verdict from the people which will 
put a splendid new jail in the place of the 
moldy and unhealthy institution which 
for many years has served Fulton county 
for a prison. 

They put the question on a higher plane— 
that of necessity. They believe it to be a 
moral duty that rests upon the county. 

The health of the inmates of the county 
jail is at stake. They point to prisoners 
who have remained for any considerable 
length of time in the jail and call attention 
to their physical weakness and emaciation. 

The jail is not only poorly ventilated and 
for that reason unhealthy, but, as has been 
too often demonstrated, it is unsafe. The 
frequent almost successful efforts to escape 
are not the fault of the vigilance of the 
jailers. They watch the prison constantly, 
but the walls of the prison are so unsound 
that it is with difficulty that escapes are 
prevented. 

The commissioners are unanimously in 
favor of the new jail, all ef the county 
officials are for it and every interested per- 
son is for it.

All voters favoring the issuance of said 
bonds will have written or printed on their 
ballots the words ‘For bonds;’ all opposed, 
the words ‘Against bonds.’ ”

The Blight of Populism. 

Thousands of good citizens in Kan- 
sas and Colorado view with alarm the 
results of populist rule in those states, 
and. unless there is a speedy change for 
the better a wholesale exodus may be 
expected. 

When the populists gained control of 
Kansas and Colorado they started a 
legislative crusade against corporations 
and ‘capitalists. The railroads were 
crippled and their owners were left with 
hardly any protection for their prop- 
erty rights. The great money lending 
companies whose loans had largely built 
up the west were made to feel the in- 
conveniences of hostile legislation, and 
it was even threatened that stay laws 
would be passed to prevent the collec- 
tion of debts. 

Naturally, this policy caused men of 
capital and enterprise to lose confidence 
in the populist states. They withdrew 
their money, and in the financial circles 
of the world Kansas and Colorado were 
practically blacklisted. Real estate de- 
clined rapidly and there were no buy- 
ers. Well-to-do people moved away, 
and ecommerce and industry were half 
paralyzed. 

Thi$ was the condition of affairs in a 
short time after the populists got into 
power, and matters have been growing 
worse ever since. The discontent of 
the people has provoked an epidemic 
of lawlessness, and the authorities have 
done very little to promote the interests 
of peace and order. Such an object les- 
son could not be lightly passed over by 
the people of other states, and it is a 
significant fact that since populism has 
reached its climax in Kansas and Colo- 
rado it has declined everywhere else. In 
a dozen states thousands of good men, 
who joined the populists two years ago, 
have left them and returned to their old 
party organizations. They have found 
it impossible to endorse the wild experi- 
ments of the poptilists in the two states 
which they have well nigh ruined, and 
they have come to the conclusion that 
it is better to patiently bear the evils 
of the present than to confront some- 
thing worse. In the country at large 
populism is dead. Its success in Kan- 
sas and Colorado killed it, and no very 
earnest effort will be made anywhere 
revive the corpse.

“Currency Expansion.” 

The New York Financier, discussing 
“a favorite theory of those who take 
only a superficial view of the financial 
situation”—namely, currency expansion, 
as a remedy for hard times—declares 
that “if absence of money volume caused 
distress, we would not now see the im- 
mense sums of idle capital lying in the 
vaults of banks gnd financial institu- 
tions, merely because no use can be 
found for them, although offered at the 
lowest rates ever known in the com- 
mercial world.” 

“Absence of money volume!” The 
phrase is a vague one ito be employed 
by a supposed financial expert. What 
has happened in this country is not “ab- 
sence of money volume,” but the limita- 
tion of our volume of primary money to 
one metal, thus increasing the demand 
for that metal, and enhancing its value 
as compared with the other products of 
human labor. This increasing value of 
gold, the result of the demand for it cs 
primary money, has brought about fall- 
ing prices and a general shrinkage of 
values. This condition forbids abso- 
lutely any general revival or expansion 
of business, and stands in the way of 
all enterprises on which the wages of 
labor depend. 

Why is the money in the vaults of 
the banks “offered at the lowest rates 
ever known in the commercial world?” 
Because there is no demand for it. And 
there is no demand for it, because in 
an era of low or falling prices, the en- 
terprise that would develop new indus- 
tries or enlarge old ones does not know 
‘what the returns are to be. The profits 
cannot be estimated. Consequently 
money is idle in the banks as the result 
‘of the very process which the banks 
have fostered and hastened. 

“What influence,” asks The . Finan- 
tier, “would an expansion have on the 
general tone of the money market?’ 
This is a very queer question to ask, 
when it is one of the axioms of econom- 
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whieh has been crushed out by the sin- 
gle gold standard. If prices rose slight- 


| ly or could be held at a stable level, the 


business and enterprise of the country 
would be at once renewed and revived 
because investors would be able to com- 
pute their returns—their profits—with 
some degree of certainty. On the other 
hand, it ought to be clear to The Finan- 
cier that a stable level of prices can- 
not be reached on. a gold basis until-it 
is certain that a vast volume of gold 
will be added to the world’s stock, or 
until it is known that no other nation 
will discard silver as primary money. 

Continuing its discussion of “currency 
expansion” on the same crude lines, The 
Financier says: 

The idea held by a very numerous class 
of people concerning currency expansion is 
that 70,000,000 people, as a nation, by mak- 
ing themselves, as individuals, a free gift 
of a certain number of dollars created out 
of nothing, will double their prosperity. 
On the same line of reasoning we have only 
to continue the process indefinitely, until 
every man, woman and child in the country 
is @ millionaire. The folly of such do@ 
trines will be seen at a glance. 

Such ignorance and narrow-mindedness 
as this. falls little short of offensiveness. 
There are, of course, people who have 
wrong ideas on the currency question— 
people who have never investigated the 
subject—but the wildest advocate of fiat 
money-is in no worse straits, so far as 
his knowledge of economics is concern- 
ed, than the writer for The Financier. 
There is a certain degree of curreney 
expansion demanded by the growth of 
population and business, that all econo- 
mists admit to be necessary. But The 
Iinancier, by opposing the expansion 
of the volume of primary money, advo- 
cates the contraction that has taken 
place in prices, values, wages, business 
and enterprise. It does not follow that, 
because it would be a foolish project 
for ten men to attempt to cultivate all 
the arable land on the earth, it would be 
unwise to permit ten men to cultivaie 
as much land as they can. It does not 
follow that, because currency inflation 
would be foolish, it would be unwise to 
expand the volume of primary money 


country. 
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Conflicting Views. 
Professor Taussig admits that in this 


monetization of silver in 1873, but he 
claims that this decline has advanced 
our prosperity.

Some of our British cousins are mighty 
sharp fellows. 
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Unlucky Government Clerks. 

The recent discharge of a large num- 
ber of clerks in the departments at 
Washington has dfsappointed and pos- 
sibly ruined many bright men and 
women who indulged the hope that they 
would remain in the service of the gov- 
erninent for years to come, 

It is to be regretted that so many 
youngsters of ability seek these Wash- 
ington clerkships. Such position® are 
a delusion and a snare. As a rule, they 
do not pay very well, and their routine 
work in a short time makes the clerks 
unfit for other positions. A government 
clerk who is outside of the civil service 
grades has no certainty of keeping his 
job. He has to spend every cent of his 
salary for living expenses, and _ the 
chances are that he will go in debt. In 
Washington the clerk who gets $900 a 
year tries to run with the $1,200 clerk, 
who in turn seeks the companionship 
of the $1,800 clerk, who is cultivating 
the society of a $3,000 office holder. This 
way of living forces the clerks to spend 
more than they receive. They get into 
the elutches of the Shylocks, and very 
few ever get on their feet again and 
square accounts-with the world. 

The departments at Washington send 
out more hopeless wrecks than any 
other place in the whole country. A 
Strong-minded young man may get 
through all right, but nine men out of 
ten who hold a government clerkship 
five years and then lose it sink into the 
mire of poverty or dissipation. It is 
a rare thing for them to pick them- 
selves up and make a new start in life. 

The bright young fellow who has a 
government clerkship tendered him will 
do a good day’s work for himself by 
letting it alone.

A Probable Mistake. 

The Courier-Journal, criticising some 
remarks of Senator Harris, says that 
“on the Ist of July, 1860, the circulation 
per capita was $13.85.” The circulation 
of what? We presume our contempo- 
rary means to say that the circulation 
per capita of federal money was $13.85. 
We take it for granted that it has 
official figures to showo that;. but has 
it any figures to show. how much for- 
eign coin was in circulation, and how 
much state bank currency entered into 
business? It is true that foreign coins 
had ceased to be legal tender, but they 
were in circulation at the rate at which 
the law of February, 1857, made them 
redeemable. In the state of Georgia 
alone there were at least twenty banks 
of issue, and while the notes of the best 
known commanded their face value 
even in Europe, this currency remained 
at home, supplementing the gold and 
silver. money, 

We think if The Courier-Journal, 
which claims that the people were 
prosperous in 1860, with a per 
eapita circulation of $13.85, will 
look into the matter a dittle it 
will discover that the amount of cur- 
rency in circulation, state and federal, 
was nearer $50 per capita than $13.85. 

The treasury’s estimate of the per 
capita circulation today is not at all 
trustworthy. It takes no account of the 
25 per cent reserve that must be held 
in the national banks, nor does it take 
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which is grudgingly sent out once a 
year to move the crops. . 

If The Courier-Journal proposes to 
make an argument of the “per capita” 
delusion, it should go about it in the 
right way.

A New Market for Peanuts. 

Our gonsul at Marseilles presents 
some interesting facts in his report on 
the manufacture of. oil, soap and other 
articles from peanuts. ' 

France imported last year about three 
hundred million pounds of peanuts from 
Spain, India, Argentina and South Afri- 
ca. They sold in the Marseilles market 
for from $2.90 to $6.37 per quintal of 
226% pounds. Our consul says: 

The best nuts yield about 50 per cent of 
ofl in weight at the first crushing and from 
12 to 13 at the second. The oil is worth 
in Marseilles from nearly $9 to over $18 per 
quintal. This oil is largely devoted to the 
manufacture of white soap. It is also used 
as food, principally, however, on salads and 
as one of the constituents of margarine. 
A third use of the oil is for illumination 
purposes. It is reported to be a very good 
illuminating fluid. The crushed meal is 
used as a food for stock and also for fertiliz- 
ing. The shells alone have no market 
value. 

We can produce an almost unlimited 
quantity of peanuts in the south, and 
if the French can import them and use 
them profitably in various manufactur- 
ing lines we can do still better. The 
matter is worthy of a thorough investi- 
gation. 
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John Sherman’s Rival. 

Senator Daniel W. Voorhees, who, as 
chairman of the senate finance commit- 
tee, did everything in his power to pre- 
vent democratic legislation in behalf of 
silver at the extra session, and who 
put aside his own convictions to further 
the interests of the money lenders and 
bondholders, is making a tremendous 
effort to recover the popularity that 
wis his before he undertook to be a 
supple tool to promote the greedy aims 
of the gold trust. Talking to the Wash- 
ington correspondent of The Cincinnati | 
Enquirer last Sunday, he made the fol- 
lowing statement, which, under the 
circumstances, is calculated to astonish 
the public: 

“On the subject of silver,’ said the sena- 
tor, “I stand where I have always stood— 
in favor of silver money provided for in the 
constitution, on an absolute equality with 
gold, with the same right to be coined that 
gold has, by private individuais without any 
discrimination as to mintage againstit. The 
idea that this country, with its great growth 
and development, can hobble along on one 
metal and one alone, and that the metal 
of the smallest quantity, is as absurd as to 
expect a one-legged man to become the 
foremost foot-racer in the world. We need 
both metals coined up to the limit of pro- 
duction and on terms securing their abso- 
lute parity, which parity can always be se- 
cured by the government treating each 
metal with the same respect and conferring 
on each the same power as money. Intrin- 
sic value, to my mind, is just what money 
will procure for the wants and necessaries 
of life. My position on the question of sil- 
ver money does not depend on what other 
nations may do or on an international agree- 
ment. This, government is quite capable 
of fixing its circulating medium to suit it- 
self, without asking permission of European 
governments or bankers. I think it be- 
neath American dignity to ask the Roth- 
schilds or anybody vise on the other side of 
the ocean what we may do in our own af- 
fairs.’’ 

And yet Mr. Voorhees was such g 
vigorous and determined enemy of sil- 
ver at the extra session—he was so ut- 
terly opposed to democratic legislation 
in behalf of the free coinage of silver 
und in pursuance of the pledge in the 
Chicago platform—he was so intent on 
causing a collapse in the democratic 
policy and on carrying out the purposes 
of the gold trust—that he made a physi- 
cal wreck of himself for the time being 
by his arduous efforts in their behalf. 

Day after day, he stood up in his 
pale and hollow-eyed, and re- 
sisted the efforts of the democrats who 
desired to redeem the pledge of the 
Chicago platform. Day after day he 
snapped and snarled at their unaunswer- 
able arguments in behalf of the peo- 
ple’s interests; day after day, he re- 
sorted to the sharp practice that goes 
under the name of parliamentary tactics 
to thwart those who were sincerely in 
favor of the free coinage of silver; day 
after day he bent all his energies to bring 
about a collapse in the democratic finan- 
cial policy; and now, after succeeding 
in his efforts—after succeeding in car- 
rying out the goldbug policy that has 
brought ruin on the countfy—he de- 
clares that he is in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver by the 
United States. 

There is but one other enemy of sil- 
ver coinage that can be compared to 
Senator Voorhees, and that is Senator 
John Sherman.

The newspapers of this country are 
spending a good deal of money on their 
reports from the Japanese and Chinese 
seat of war, but it is almost impossible 
to get full and reliable information. 

The trouble is that there is a censor- 
ship in both countries. The Japanese 
have adopted the policy of silence, and 
the Chinese are sending out the most 
astounding lies that ever ran through a 
cable. 

It is a pretty tough situation from a 
newspaper point of view. Here are the 
Chinese outlying Munchausen, while the 
Japanese have not a word to say. Un- 
der the circumstances, the news col- 
lected and furnished by our press ser- 
vice will give our readers an idea of 
the resources of modern journalism. It 
will cost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars and the lives of many good men to 
report this business even in the con- 
densed fashion seen in our telegraphic 
columns. It is a hard matter-to get 
the facts when one party talks too much 
and the other party will not talk at all. 


An Outburst of Human Nature, 
The editor of The Chattanooga Times 
is a northern man who fought on the 
union side during the war. He is a 
strong advocate of law and order, but

MR. PORTER KING’S FRIENDS. 
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hey Hold an Enthusiastic Meeting 
in the Equitable Building. 
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The Body Of Mrs. Drew Tye Found Early 
* Yesterday Morning = 
CARRIED TWO MILES DOWN STREAM, 


It Was Discovered Afters Long Search by 
a Patrolman—The Colored Driver 
Tells About the Drowning. 


Buried in a heaping bank of mud and 
sand the body of Mrs. Drew Ty was found 
about 6 o'clock yesterday morning nearly 
two miles from the scene of the awful 
tragedy of the night before. 

The waters had subsided, but the rugged 
banks of the ‘stream showed the havoc 
which the floods had wrought and on each 
side of the branch were huge piles of 
debris, Trees had been torn up by their 
roots and logs scattered about the growing 
fields, ft Was at least twenty-five yards 
rom the bank of the stream that the body 
of the lady was discovered. 

Before daylight the search which had 
been abandoned at 1 o’clock was resumed. 
Patrolmen from the morning watch in 
charge of Captain Moss were sent out 
and joined in the search. The news of the 
drowning had spread quickly and at the 
earliest hour of dawn a large crowd had 
gathered. Parties were organized and the 
search was carried on systematically. 

For hours the banks were scoured. Every 
foot of ground was covered and it began 
to look hopeless. Many thought that the 
body still remained in the current buried 
away bencath the sand. Each side for a 
mile was traversed and’ still no signs of 
the unfortunate lady or the animal which 
had been swept away with her. A party 
of patrolmen decided to go farther down. 
They made their way slowly and careful- 
ly. Rar down the stream in a dense swamp 
near to the surging Chattahoochee patrol- 
man Wilson suddenly walked upon the 
mound of sand wherein the body of Mrs. 
Tye had been buried. The body was al- 
most covered up. An arm was above and 
stretched limp on the soggy earth. Deeg 
vwoze and sand covered the rest. It was a 
sad sight. Carefully and tenderly the re- 
mains were exhumed. 

By this time the rest of the party had 
arrived and came to assist. As soon as 
possible the remains were brought into 
the city and carried to the home of Mr. 
Tye at the corner of Whitehall street and 
Trinity avenue. 

The escape of Frank Rogers, the colored 
driver, who is fourteen years old, is mirac- 
ulous. The current was too strong to swim 
and he was carried twenty yards below 
the crossing, where, by chance, he grab- 
bed a brunch hanging over the stream and 
pulled out. 

“We left the farm,”’ he.said, “in the rain. 
Mrs. Tye wanted to get home and we 
didn’t know the branch was so large. The 
horse was going fast and. before we got 
to the place where we went under Mrs. 
Tye told me to make him get up. I whip- 
ped him and that is why we were going so 
fast when we came there. When we struck 
the branch the buggy and horse and all 
was washed away. Then the buggy turned 
over. I grabbed hold of one of the wheels 
and was holding Mrs. Tye up by the hand. 
I couldn’t hold out, though. The water 
carried me right under -the buggy and 
that was the last that I saw of her. When 
I came up I reached out and took hold 
of something and pulled out.” 

When found the body of Mrs, Tye was 
not at all mutilated or bruised. There was 
only a slight abrasion on the back of the 
neck. 

The funeral of Mrs. Tye will occur from 
church this morning 
at 10 o’clock. The interment will occur at 
Oakland.

~ Judge Lumpkin Renders a Decision in 


Regard to Justice's Courts. 

A decision which involved the legality of 
thousands of dollars of paid fi. fas. was 
made yesterday by Judge Lumpkin, of the 
superior court, when he decided that an 
act relating to the manner of holding jus- 
tice courts was thoroughly constitutional. 
Had the decision been adverse all fi. fas. 
paid under the conditions created by the 
act would have been null and void. 

It was after a tedious investigation which 
covered much ground that the decision in 
the case of Hiram Brook against the Mutual 
Loan and Building Company, in which the 
attorney for the plaintiff, Mr. Henderson 
Hallman, raised a question as to the consti- 
tutionality of the act of 1889 touching upon 
justices of the peace and notaries public 
who were at the same time ex-officio jus- 
tices of the peace, was rendered. 

The decision was to the effect that the 
act of 1889 was constitutional—a decision ad- 
verse to the stand taken by Mr. Hallman, 
but he will carry the mattrr to the supreme 
court. The question was raised by Mr. Hall- 
man in April, but Juége Lumpkin was una- 
ble to fully satisfy his mind until recently. 
The decision ts one of great interest, as it 
is decided now for the first time. The con- 
stitutionality of the act was never question- 
ed until Mr. Hallman decided to test it. 

It is necessary, in order to present the de- 
cision clearly, to enter into a synopsis of 
affairs in justice court circles the past five 
or six years. 

Until 1889 and up to the tfme of the pas- 
sage of the act relating to justices and no- 
taries public who were ex-Officio justices of 
the peace there were certain. requirements 
which were found very troublesome. If 
must be understood that the justices of the 
peace are elected by the people, while the 
notaries public and ex-officio justices are 
selected by the grand jury. In this way 
there are always two justices in each mili- 
tia district where the work requires it. 

Previous to 1889 i* was necessary that on 
the court days the justice of the peace and 
the notary public and ex-officio justice of the 
peace should sit together. This act of 1889 
provided that they might adjudicate sep- 
arate apart. 

Before the passage of this law there were 
many illegalities filed and sustained upon the 
ground that the notary public and ex-officio 
justice of the peace was holding separate 
and apart from the justice of the peace. 
The supreme court decided that it was ille- 
gal and in consequence the act was passed. 

Coming Up to the Case in Point. 

When fi. fas. issued against Hiram Brook, 
his attorney was Mr. Henderson Hallman, 
who, although a young attorney, possesses 
a legal mind that is remarkable for its 
astuteness. This was in April. 

Mr. Hallman decided that there was good 
ground for an attack upon the constitution- 
ality of the act of 1889, as the fi. fas. had 
been issued in the court of a notary public 
and ex-officio justice of the peace, who was 
at the time eoding separate and apart 
from the justice of that militia district. 

When this was placed in issue it created 
nothing short of a decided sensation. It in- 
volved thousands of dollars’ worth of aiid 
claims that were placed in jeopardy. If

When Conway M. Lawrence,  ex-chief 
clerk in the Seaboard Air-Line’s freight of- 
fice, read in the Atlanta papers what Justice 
Bloodworth had said, implying that he was 
in collusion with Ed Hooks in the embez- 
zliement which occurred in that office, he 
packed his grip and made a bee-line for 
Atlanta. 

He got here yesterday morning, having 
come as fast and as quick as a train could 
bring him. He did not lose a moment in 
idjie talk, but straightway set about to 
vindicate his character. He went to work 
with all the energy of his soul, and in 
a few days he will have some very inter- 
esting things to make public as a result of 
his investigations. 

Mr. Lawrence came direct from Vicks- 
burg, his old home, from which he original- 
ly came to Atlanta. He now holds the very 
responsible position of teller in the Mer- 
chants’ National bank of Vicksburg and 
was astounded when he read of the state- 
ments bringing his name into the affair. 
As said, he hurried to Atlanta and spent 
yesterday in getting at the bottom of all 
the proceedings that have transpired con- 
cerning the embezzlement. 

With the very strongest emphasis Mr. 
Lawrence denies hat he knew anything 
of the shortage. He is said to have re- 
marked to friends that he might have been 
a little negligent in checking up, but that 
he never dreamed of the shortage. He will 
make the most vigorous denial of every 
intimation that he knew of the shortage 
while it was going on, and has said that he 
will court investigation of the most search- 
ing kind. 

Shortly after reaching the city yesterday 
Mr. Lawrence called on Freight Agent 
Hoyle. The two gentlemen were together 
for some time talking over the affair. What 
transpired between them could not be learn- 
ed, but it is presumed that Mr. Lawrence 
gave his former employer his theory of 
the shortage. 

Mr. Lawrence left Atlanta for Vicksburg 
in July, while the investigation of the 
shortage was pending. He knew of the 
shortage before going and assisted Mr. 
Hoyle and others engaged in the work in 
tracing it to the right source. The books 
were in such shape at that time as to ren- 
der it impossible to locate the shortage. 
Mr. Lawrence went to Vicksburg with the 
understanding that.he would return to At- 
lanta to testify in the case if it should 
come to a head. 

It was stated yesterday by Mr. Hoyle 
that Mr. Lawrence was not discharged, as 
the popular impression seemed to have it, 
but resigned his position. He went to Vicks- 
burg to fill a much better position from 
the standpoint of salary. 

When he left Atlanta all was uncertainty 
concerning the shortage. It was charged 
directly to no one and it was thought 
probable that it might be no shortage 
after all, but an error in accounts. It de- 
veloped later that there Was an actual 
shortage and developments were carried to 
Lawrence by the papers. 

When his name was brought into it he 
started for Atlanta. He now proposes to 
spend the next few days in making a con- 
vincing presentation of his side of the case, 
He will make no public statement until he 
has gone to the bottom. 

There is not the least likelihood that Mr. 
Lawrence will be arrested. Mr. Hoyle does 
not believe him guilty. He says that Law- 
rence was deluged with work and when he 
first accepted the post was fully ten days 
behind his work. 

What Judge Bloodworth said ih his de- 
cision Saturday afternoon was, as taken 
down by a stenographer: 

“While it has developed from the evi- 
dence that this thing could not have gone 
on without the collusion of Mr. Lawrence, 
I think Mr. Hoyle has made a mistake in 
not having Mr. Lawrence arrested at the 
same time, and think it his duty to do so 
now.”’ 

Ed Hooks said yesterday afternoon that 
he had learned that Lawrence was in the 
city. He stated that he had never intima- 
ted that Lawrence knew anything whatever 
about the shortage, or that any one was 
responsible for it.

NEW YORK, September 18.—Summary

CHICAGO, September 18.—The wheat mar- 
ket, which has been steadily dull, opened 
firm, but %c lower.

The re- 
ported export of 160,000 bushels from St.

Shipments from In- 
dia, Baltic and sundry ports, 3,518,000 bush- 
eis; clearances of wheat and flour 630,000 
bushels. 

Corn—The tivity of the corn market 
during the natty transactions would indi- 
cate that a large majority of local profes- 
sionals are short. Every time the market 
shows any strength whatever their raiding 
tactics are plainly visible. There was a 
strong undertone to the market, however, 
which became developed towards the close 
on the light estimate of 235 cars for tomor- 
row and a better demand from the out- 
side. Prices at the close showed an ad- 
vance of %c from the low point. The ad- 
vance in canal rates seemed to have acted 
like a.wet blanket on the cash article,- as 
there was little or no demand. 

Oats, like the balance of the list, has been 
dull, Outside trade was very limited, and 
the receipts being slightly in excess of the 
estimate, prices showed a loss of \c, but 
as a better feeling was displayed in the 
other cereals the market firmed up, closing 
firm at about the highest point of the day. 

The market for hog products was steady, 
but strong. Shorts were good buyers for 
January. The demand for fresh meats 
keeps the price of hogs above the cured 
product. 


The Crop Situation. 


The Cincinnati Price Current says. “The 
corn crop is so variable as to condition 
that no estimate can be made in which full 
confidence can be reposed. Nor can there 
be any way of determining as to which of 
any estimates that may be offered fnay be 
the nearest to actual production. Perhaps 
we may be as near the situation as others, 
in the intimation that the possibilities seem 
to be in the region of 1,500,000,000 bushels, 
with little to suyport the view that the 
crop can essentially exceed this, and less 
of chances that it-can be proven to be only 
about 1,100,000,000. It is not likely the aver- 
age condition of the crop has been lowered 
the past month, but the evidences of de- 
ficiency are more plain than then, and it is 
therefore in order to reduce expectations. 
The south, including Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, according to official estimates, pro- 
duced about 535,000,000 bushels in 1891, the 
largest quantity recorded, and this may be 
reached in the samie states this season, 
but will likely not be much exceeded. The 
official estimates fora period of ten years 
previous to this season for these states 
have aversged about 480.000,000 bushels an- 
nually, and this is but little. if anv. below 
the official indication now for these states, 


The seven surplus states, as officially esti+ 


mated, made the largest total in 1889, 1,412.,- 
000,000 bushels, and for ten years previous 
to the present season indicated an average 
of 1,110,000,000 bushels. We believe the seven 
surplus states will equal a total of 700,000,000 
bushels this season, compared with 1.017,- 
000.000 bushels last year, and an average of 
1,110,000,000 bushels for ten years prior to 
1894; that the fourteen southern states will 
equal 550,000,000 bushels, against 480,000,000 
last year, and that all other states will 
equal 150,000,000 bushels, compared with 122.,- 
000,000 last year. This implies 1,400,000,000 
bushels as the minimum basis of calcula- 
tion this season. Wheat in winter gerain 
regions continues to be sparingly offered. 
Previous indications favoring about 500,000,- 
000 bushels as the total crop are being 
maintained.’’

Dr. Hopkins Received His Letter of Resig- 
nation Yesterday Morning and Will 
Have to Select a Successor. 


Frank O. Spain, professof of mathematics 
in the Georgia School of Technology, and 
one of the best known young men in the 
city, sent in his resignation to President I. 
S. Hopkins yesterday morning. Back of this 
is an interesting story. . 

Professor Spain has gone upon the stage. 
He is now acting a prominent role in a 
strong company which recently played a 
successful gngagement in New York, pre- 
senting “Ingémar.” All of this will be sur- 
prising news to the many acquaintances of 
Professor Spain in Atlanta and throughout 
the south. 

Professor Spain has lived In Atlanta a 
number of years and has been prominent 
im church and Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation work. He was a leading member of 


the Young Men’s Christian Association and 
a young man of exceptionally fine character. 


* He was distinguished for his handsome and 


manly appearance and would attract atten- 


tion anywhere. 
He has been connected with the school of 


‘technology for several years and has ma- 


terially helped to build it up. He made a 
most capable instructor and was extremely 
popular with the faculty and the members 
of the classes. When the school closed in 
July Professor Spain was at his place. He 
took an active part in the interesting clos- 
ing exercises, and bade his class goodby 
until the beginning of the fall term, which 
opens next Wednesday. During the long 
summer vacation, however, Professor Spain 
has changed his plans.and his profession, 
and Dr. Hopkins’s mail yesterday morning 
brought his resignation. 

Dr. Hopkins wished to retain Professor 
Spain; but, of course, the resignation will 
have to be accepted. 

It seems that Professor Spain is a gen- 
theman of fine histrionic ability, which he 
has never yet given an opportunity for de- 
velopment. During the summer he met a 
number of stage people and received en- 
couragement. He was urged to join the 
theatrical profession and received a flatter- 
ing offer from a manager of a strong com- 
pany. 

The result was that before his vacation 
Was over, the Atlanta professor had quiet- 
ly deserted his former profession of teach- 
ing and had entered the theatrical profes- 
sion. 

The technological school opens its doors 
one week from today and at that time 
Professor Spain will be the only member 
of the old faculty who will not be present. 
The school is in a highly flourishing condi- 
tion and many new students are expected. 

It is said that Professor Spain has made 
a distinct hit since opening the present sea- 
son, and has shown his versatility by ap- 
pearing in three separate roles in the short 
time that has elapsed since he first walked 
the boards. It is very likely that he will be 
seen in Atlanta before the season is over. 
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MR. HARDWICK’S STATEMENT. 


The Cashier of the Cedartown Bank 
Explains the Situation. 

Dalton, Ga., September 18.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution’s representative called upon 
Mr. F. T. Hardwick, of C. L. Hardwick & 
Co., bankers, of Dalton, today and asked 
from them a statement in regard to the 
Cedartown bank case. Later on Mr. Hard- 
wick handed The Constitution’s represen- 
tative the following statement, which he 
said was a full and careful history of the 
case and embraced nothing but pure facts. 
He requested that it be published just as 
written, as nothing more nor less was 
needed to give a proper understanding of 
the question under discussion. As a busi- 
ness man who is careful and prudent in 
his actions and words. Mr. Hardwick 
stands at,the top of the ladder in Dalton, 
and his bare statement is generally ac- 
cepted as truth. 

Mr. Hardwick's Card. 

eEditor Constitution—I see several articles 
have lately appeared in your paper relative 
to the First National bank of Cedartown, 
Ga. The first one was signed by Dr. Chap- 
nan, a prosecutor of J. O. Hardwick. The 
last two seem to be over no signature. 
Whether he is the author of these two is 
unknown to me. 

One of these articles states that A. Rich- 
ardson, solicitor general, was in Atlanta 
the day previous. Whether he inspired the 
article, or .whether it passed under his 
eye before publication, is unknown io me. 
I would not suspect his having any con- 
nection with the article were it not for 
the well known fact of his intense personal 
hostility to J. O. Hardwick. 

The motives of these publications are un- 
known to me. Whether they are dictated 
by spite, or whether the object is to affect 
pending litigation by prejudicing public 
opinion, or whether for the purpose of 
throwing impediments in the way of the 
early liquidation of the bank, of course are 
all unknown to me. 

Evidently some motive is behind all these 
articles, and if it is either of those above 
suggested, it is then unworthy. I do not 
propose to reply to the articles, but will 
merely state some facts connected with 
the bank from its inception down to the 
present date, premising them with a state- 
ment that it often happens that parties 
having a case which has little or no 
standing in court prefer to try the case in 
the newspapers. 

In the year 1889 the firm of Hardwick & 
Co. were doing a smail banking business 
in Cedartown, Ga. The ‘“‘boom” craze had 
Struck the town, and it was thought by 
some of the citizens that a national bank 
with a large capital would help both the 
town and the bank. The members of the 
firm of Hardwick & Co. consented to turn 
their bank into a national bank, and I was 
present at the first formal meeting looking 
to the change. I had before that time ac- 
quainted myself with the requirements of 
the department in such changes, which 
have been many and often ‘since the na- 
tional banking laws went into operation. 

I stated what would have to be done and 
gave an opinion as to what was the best 
plan, having in mind a letter of instruction 
from the department. I knew ‘full well, 
as did others who subscribed for stock, 
that the business of Hardwick & Co. was 
to be turned over to the national bank. 
In other words, that the bank of Hard- 
wick & Co. was to be turned into a na- 
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Furthermore, this lumber company was 
for several years after the organization of 
the national bank thought to be entirely 
solvent. In fact, a little pool consisting of 
WwW. T. Gib J. R. r and J. QO. 
Hardwick, and possibly others of the na- 
tional bank folks, in Cedartown, bought a 
block of the stock of the said lumber com- 
-pany at 80 cents on the dollar. Surely they 
would not have paid so much for the stock 
in a company which they believed to be 
insolvent. 

board of directors of the national 
bank consisted of seven. After the first 
four ‘months of the bank’s existence six 
out of the seven directors resided in and 
near Cedartown. 

It was then arranged, in order that the 
bank might have the benefit of their over- 
sight and influence. : 

hile C. L. Hardwick, who iived at 
Cleveland, was nominally president, it was 
agreed and fully understood that he was 
to be nominally president, and was to re- 
ceive no salary or other pay, not even an 
allowance for his personal expenses in go- 
ing to and from Cedartown. 

he first vice president was W. T. Gib- 
son, and it waS agreed that he should act 
as president, and he so act. 

Later on Ivy F. Thompson was elccted 
vice president, and the same understa.id- 
ing was had with him and he. so acted 
until the failure cf the bank. 

While Mr. Thompson received no stated 
salary in consideration of his serviges as 
vice president, he did recetve his law of- 
fices rent free, together with all the legal 
business of the bank, for which he charged 
and received good fees, and was to have 
and did have, all the outside business 
which the bank could throw to him. 

When the president, C. L. Hardwick, 
was hurt in the summer of 1891, he wrote 
to Ceda#town asking to be relieved entirely 
from any conrection with the hank; and 
in reply be was asked to retain nominally 
his tion and that the vice president 
would continue to act. Please bear in 
mind that the ‘“‘Hardwicks,” while having 
largely the majority of the stock, relin- 
quished control to six out of seven direc- 
tors and if mismanagement prevailed, they 
have suffered more than any others by the 
failure of the directors to do their duty. 

It will be difficult to make the nublic be- 
lieve that it is possible for the cashier to 
do all the mismanagement when six direc- 
tors were over him. The vice president 
had his office in the bank and one of the 
directors, the assistant cashier, and hence, 
directly handling the books and security of 
the bank, these should all assume iheir 
part of the blame. Whether they assume 
it or not, the public should censure all 
alike. 

At the date of the orgagvation of the 
national bank it was necessary for the 
officers and directors to make a certificate 
to the department at Washington stating 
how much had been subscribed, and by 
whom, and what had been fel in, etc. 
This certificate was made (and sworn to, 
I believe) by J. O. Hardwick, cashier; W. 
T. Gibson, vice president; J. B. Barker 
and two other Cedartown directors. This 
certificate stated that a certain sum had 
been paid in, when in fact, very little ex- 
cept what the members of -the firm of 
Hardwick & Co. had paid in, was then in 
hand: hence they must surely have known 
how much and in what way it was paid 
and by whom. 

Bear 4n mind furthermore, that all the 
Cedartown shareholders do not claim that 
they were ignorant of the facts of the suc- 
cession of the national bank to Hardwick 
& Co. Some of them who were not even 
directors knew ft, while the directors had 
the best opportunity to know. 

In the collapse of the “booth” at that 
town a great many corporations, firms and 
individuals went wnder. In fact, the rise 
and fall of the bank and of the boom is 
but a repetition of the history in many 
other cases in the last two years. 

As to the action or non-act’on of the 
department, I have nothing to say, except 
that I infer that the department saw no 
occ@sion to interfere further than to wind 
up fhe bank according to law. 

The department displaced Mr. SBarber, 
the first receiver, and put in his place Mr. 
M. 8S. Lynch, at attorney from New York 
state, and I daresay Mr. Lynch will do 
ris full duty, and, being a lawyer, he wiil 
be able to determine all questions in a legal 
and equitable way, without the d’sadvent- 
age of having to overcome prejudice against 
either side. Furthermore, he will be able 
to prevent a great waste for attorney's 
fees, advice, etc. The bil! for alleged at- 
torneys’ fees, advice, retainers, etc.. under 
the administration of Mr. Barber, the first 
receiver, being $2,102.50, and the bill bein; 
rendered vs. the trust by Messrs. Richard- 
sen, Thorapson, et al., and their ina’ tlity 
to render anv more such alleged services 
and such bills, may be one of the -little 
places where the shoe pinches. 

As to the criminal charges vs. J. O. 
Hardwick. He was informed several 
months ago by the foreman of the grand 
jury, which lately returned two bills vs. 
him, (in which it appears that the son-in- 
law of the foreman is the prosecutor) ‘‘thet 
there will be dozens of cases on both dock- 
ets brought and pushed with vigor, if this 
matter is to be settled in the courts; to 
be avoided ‘“‘by you and family and friends 
paying the whole debts of the bank and 
buving up all the stock, etc.’’ Again A. 
Richardson, the solic’tor general, writes: 
“If we can make the Hardwick family and 

‘ae , pay the bank what 
they owe we will realize somearing on our 
stock in spite of the worthless debts. We 
are determined to push the business to the 
jumping off place, and when we get some of 
them started to Sine Sing it may be that 
a proposition will. be made to the stceck- 
holders, and I st#gest that you consult 
me before accevting any proposition from 
them. Please regard what I have written 
as strictly confidential.”’ 

Surely the machinery of the foremanship 
of the Polk county grand jury and the 
office of the solicitor general of the Talla- 
poosa circuit are not being used to effect- 
uate the above threats. Respectfully.

qne Full Report for the Week as It» 


Comes from the Weather Bureau. 
The Rain Was General. 


qghougsh Atlanta was the center of the 
recent heavy rainfall, its area included the 
ghole of north Georgia, in oddition to 
smaller showers throughout’ the entire 
southern portion of the country, : 

The extent of the damage to the cotton 
cop has not been reported, as direct in- 
qrmation from ail the stations within the 
pelt has not been received at the weather 
bureau. 
In many localities, however, the injury 
tothe crops has been very great, especially 
in the neighborhood of Atlanta. The rain- 
fall in this locality has been greater than 


at any time since 1879, and the face of the 


country for miles around has been plowed 
by the gushing streams of. water that have 
proken loose from the clouds and swept 


gow nth sides of the hills like mountain 


torrents. 
A number of washouts have been reported 
along the country roads and the crops in 


u 


this immediate . neighborhood have. been, 


very sreatly impaired. | ee 

It is fortunate, however, In view of the 
storm's severity and its long continuance 
that it did not come a month earlier, at 
which time it might have wrought con- 
siderable devagptation. 

Prior to the heavy. rainfall of last Mon- 
day evening the crops. were in’ splendid 
condition and the signs were favorable. 
The report from the weather bureau was 
formulated before the storm and gives the 
condition of the crops for the week im- 
mediately preceding. 

The Crop Report. 

The weekly weather crop bulletin was 
issued yesterday by Director C,. S. Gorgas 
and was as follows: 

“During the past week the weather con- 
cditions throughout the state have, on the 
whole, been favorable for the growth and 
welfare of all crops, but complaints of the 
ravages of the -boll worm are becoming 
more frequent, and it is evident that in 
some localities the damage has been quite 
serious, while in other places no injury 
by this pest has yet been reported. 

“While minor crops are all flourishing, 
corn and sorghum cane appear to take 
the lead of all as to condition; both will no 
doubt be the largest harvest for years. 

“With an ocoasional shower, the weather 
during the past week has been very favora- 
ble in the northwest counties of the state 
for the development of all crops. Reports 
received from this section are of a very 
encouraging mature, with the exception of 
cotton, Which is suffering greatly in some 
localities from the ravages of the boll worm 
and rust. However, in the more favored sec- 
tion the weed is doing nicely. It is shed- 
ding less and opening rapidly, and it is ex- 
pected that picking will become general 
in a few days. The corn crop is made, and 
the yield will be large. Fodder is being 
saved in large quantities, and it is all in 
good condition. Peas, atoes, turnips and 
all garden truck are in ffhe condition. 

“In the northern section the weather of 
the past week has been favorable for the 
maturing of crops. Cotton is opening rapid- 
ly ant many planters are busy picking. The 
staple is generally in fair condition, but 
some complaints are made of the ravages 
of the boll worms and injury by rust. 

‘Crops are now maturing rapidly in the 
northeast section. .The reports from all 
points indicate a healthy condition of crops, 
with the exception of the cotton crop, which 
is failing a little. Picking has now com- 
menced im earnest. Complaints of boll 
worms come from many localities, and the 
prospects are not as good as they were 
& month ago. Lately there have not been 
reports coming in concerning the 
corn crop. It still holds its own. 

“The weather in the western counties 
has been changeable. On an average the 
week was favorable to all maturing crops, 
The only drawback is in cotton, which 
is a little sorry, owing to the injury done 
by the boll worm and rust, and in some 
ieds it is rotting from an excess of mois- 
ture. Cotton is opening rapidly and pick- 
_ing is progressing favorably. There will 
be a short crop, but this shortage will be 
made up in the fine condition of all other 
crops. Fodder has about all been saved and 
In good condition. Corn still continues to 
hold its own, and the yield will be a 
great one. 

From the central counties of the state 
reports received show no marked deteriora- 
tion in the crops by reason of unfavorable 
Weather, although there has been a lack of 
sufficient sunshine and \in some localities 
more: rain than was needed. From these 
counties complaints of boll worms are fre- 
duent and the damage done in many places 
appears to be quite serious and it is gener- 
se conceded by the farmers that the crop

| THE DIVISIONS OF THE CROP SHAPED. 


Business Before the Southern Passenger 
tion in New York~Other 
News of the Hail * 


The first day’s session of the general 
meeting of the southern traffic men was full 
of interest, 

The meeting was called to order in the 
rocms of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association yesterday at 10 o'clock, 
and the members went at once to the task 
before them. . 


_ The leading question that came up for 
their consideration was the cotton rate 
matter in which there is such interest. 
} -When this question was reached the con- 
vention went 'to work in a sort of informal 


mittees for the purpose of agreeing upon 
‘the, percentage the various lines shall have 
of the cotton shipped from this point and 
that, 
The idea was that these agreements had 
best be reached in this way and then re- 
, Ported to the general meeting for ratifica- 
ticn, This plan, it was thought, would 
Sreatly, facilitate matters. ‘As a conse- 
quence tha represenattives of all the roads 
entering: the towns of Macon, Augusta, 
Milledgeville, Newnan, Nashville, Opelika, 
Oxford, Ala., Troy, Ala., Albany, Ga., Dal- 
ton and many other cities, held little side 
meetings and agreed as to what percent- 
ages they should each have in the division 
of the cotton shipments of the centers 
named, 

The shipments from Atlanta, Montgom- 
ery, Chattanooga, Birmingham, Rome, Mo- 
dile and dozens of other towns will come 
up for division today. There has been little 
or no friction so far in the apportionment 
of the cotton crop for the season, and it is 
thought that there will be little work for the 
arbitration committee to do at this meé¢ting. 
The roads show a willingness to do the fair 
and square thing, and the probability is 
that,the percentage will all be settled ea- 
sily, and that there will not be any trouble 
over the allotments this year. 

Among the roads represented at yester- 
day’s meeting were the following: 

Mr. S. R. Knott, first vice président of 
the Louisville and Nashville; Mr. J. M. 
Culp, traffic manager of the Southern Rail- 
way Company; M. C. D. Owens, traffic man- 
ager of the Plant system; Mr. R. EB, Lutz, 
traffic manager of the Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama; Mr. Edwin Fitzgerald, general 
freight agent of the western system of the 
Southern railway; Colonel A. Pope, general 
freight agent of the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery; Mr. C. B. Compton, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Louisville and 
Nashville; Mr. George R. Knox, general 
freight agent of the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis; Joseph M. Brown, traffic 
manager of the Western and Atlantic; Mr. 
A. G. Jackson, general freight agent of 
the Georgia railroad; Major W. F. Shell- 
man, trafic manager of the Central; Mr. W. 
A Winburne, general freight agent of the 
Central railroad, and others. 

Commissioner Siahlman issued a circular 
yesterday announcing the result of the 
compromise recently made by the cotton 
compressmen and the railroads in the mat- 
ter of fixing a new schedule of rates on 
compression for the season ensuing. 

The circular announces just what the rate 
will be on compression, and, as The Con- 
stitution has already printed, that rate will 
be 8% cents per hundred, 

It will be remembered that the railroads 
wanted to cut the rate from 10 cents per 
hundred to seven cents per hundred, and 
that there was a great kick on the part of 
the compresSmen of the south. 

The matter was taken before the Georgia 
State Raikway Commission by the com- 
pressmen, failing to get a favorable hear- 
ing to their petition before the Southern 
Reilway and Steamship Association, and 
while it was pending before the commission 
the two factions agreed to compromise at 
84 cents per hundred. 

Commissioner Stalhman’s circular is the 
first formal announcement by the railroads 
of the agreement that was thus effected. 
The meeting of the traffic men will last 
all the week. They have just fairly knuck- 
led down to business, and are but little 
more than started in their arduous duty of 
fixing up the rates on cotton and the appor- 


ticnments. 


The Passenger Agents’ Meeting. 
The meeting of the Southern Passenger 
Association that has been in progress in 
the city of New York for the past week is 
one of the most important held for quite 
a long time.

NEXT TO LEAVE HER HUSBAND. 


Mra W.. RB. Beals Tells an Interesting 
Story Concerning Her Troubles. 
W hat Bbe Has to Say. 


*“T left home and ran away to get mar- 
ried when I was sixteen years old and 
now when I am twenty years old I have to 
run away from my husband and come back 
home.” Such was the statement of Mrs. 
W. R. Seals to a Constitution reporter 
yesterday afternoon at the home of her 
parents on the corner of Linden and Fort 


Streets. | 

Mr.. Seals has for some time past been 
anxious to know the whereabouts of his 
wife, who had departed for parts unknown; 
so he told his tale of woe to The Constitu- 
tion. Mrs. Seals saw the story and desired 
to reply to it. The young woman claims 
that she was cruelly treated by Mr. Seals 
when they were living together. She says 
she stood his ill treatment as long as she 
could and then left him, and that she never 
expects to return to him. 

Mrs. Seals, who has been out of the city 
for a month past, returned a few days ago 
and in some way her husband learned of 
her return. He telephoned to her Monday 
morning and asked if he could come out 
and see her. She told him no, but he told 
her he was coming anyway, and he Kept 
his word. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon Mrs. 
Seals says she was seated at a sewing ma- 
chine in her room at her parents’ house, 
when suddenly she was startled and greatly 
frightened by a pair of strong masculine 
arms encircling her waist. Affrighted  be- 
yond expression she turned around and 
saw that the arms were her husband's. 
She withdrew -from his embrace very hur- 
riedly and put herself at a safe distance 
from him. 

Mr. Seals began in a most earnest man- 
ner to implore his wife to return to his 
bosom, but she steadily declined. He asked 
forgiveness for his former actions, but all 
his pleadings were in vain, for his wife 
spurned him. Just about this time Mrs. 
Seals’s father, Mr. Arberry, learned of the 
presence in his house of his daughter’s hus- 
band and proceeded forthwith to ask the 
young husband to vacate the premises. 
This Mr. Seals declined to do. Mr. Arberry 
insisted on his demand, and as Mr. Seals 


. still refused to go, he proceeded to move 


the husband out of the house in the most 
approved manner. Finally, by force, Mr. 
Seals was removed from the premises, but 
in the scuffle a showcase in the _ store 
through which he was hustled was de- 
rr olished. 

The repudiated and ejected husband then 
took his departure with his mule, which hé 
had tied to the fence outside, and drove 
beck to the city. 

Speaking of her husband Mrs. Seals said: 
“My husband was unkind to me at first and 
then grew cruel in his treatment of me. 
He came home drunk very often and abused 
me. On one occasion he wanted me to go 
out with him and I refused, so he tried to 
force me to go by threatening me first with 
an ax, then with a gun. He finally got so 
bad that he was drunk habitually. Then 
he got in all kinds of trouble with peonie 
about his cattle business. It got so bad 
that he could not live at home for fear of 
being arrested. A number of warrants for 
cheating and swindling had been sworn out 
against him and he was all the time in 
hiding from the officers of the law. When 
he left home I used to meet him at his 
When I met him there I 
would have to sit up until 2 o'clock in the 
morning watching for him. He would not 
lie down unless some one was watching 
for the police and bailiffs who were after 
him. I stood that sort of thing as long as 
I could and then I left himn. Now, I don’t 
intend to ever go back to him and he might 
as well understand it. I have employed 
lawyers and shall sue him for divorce.” 

Mrs. Seals says that her husband was 
drunk when he visited her Monday after- 
noon, and that he sent a young man out 
yesterday to apologize for his conduct on 
that occasion. She says that her husband 
wanted to get her picture and give her his 
in return, but she refused to accede to his 
request.
